1 1 . (Currently amended) A dermatological composition for topically 
treating dermatological conditions consisting of an avermectin compound in a 
concentration from about 0.05% to about 0.1% (w/v) in a lotion compr i s i ng 
consisting of glycerin, hydrogenated polyisobutene, cetearyl alcohol, 
polyoxyethylene ether of cetyl and stearyl alcohol, macadamia nut oil, dimethicone, 
tocopheryl acetate, stearoxytrimethylsilane, stearyl alcohol, panthenol, farnesol, 
benzyl alcohol, phenoxyethanol, acrylates/C 10-30 alkyl acrylate crosspolymer, 
sodium hydroxide, citric acid, and water. 

12. (Previously presented) The dermatological composition of claim 11, 
wherein said avermectin compound comprises avermectin, avermectin derivatives, 
ivermectin, or ivermectin derivatives. 

13. (Previously presented) The dermatological composition of claim 12, 
wherein said avermectin compound is ivermectin. 

14. (Previously presented) The dermatological composition of claim 13, 
wherein said ivermectin is in a concentration of about 0.075%. 

15. (Previously presented) The dermatological composition of claim 11, 
wherein said composition is effective in treating transient acantholytic dermatitis, 
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acne miliaris necrotica, acne varioliformis, perioral dermatitis, acneiform eruptions, 
acne vulgaris, or seborrheic dermatitis. 

16. (Previously presented) The dermatological composition of claim 11, 
wherein said composition is integrated in one form selected from the group 
consisting of medicated tape, topical dressing, dermal patch, and cleansing tissue. 
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
